REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 4-8, 12, 17-21 and 25, all previously withdrawn, have been rejoined since 
they depend from an allowable generic daim. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regards to Claims 1, 3-8, 10-15 and 17-20, 22-25, the prior art of record 
does not disclose a means for or step of measuring the Interval between a 
predetermined reference position located upstream of said nip portion in the 
transportation path and said nip portion, on the basis of a result of detection by the 
rotation state detecting means. 

With regards to claim 26, 30 and 31 , applicant's argument on page 34 of the 
amendment and response Is persuasive. 

With regards to claim 29, the prior art of record does not disclose the second 
detecting means detecting a temporary increase of rotation speed of the transportation 
roller. 

With regards to claims 32 and 35, the prior art of record does not disclose the 
claimed detecting means and storage means In the combination.
